What is 
said of that ordinance Is equally true 
of the one In question.

' that It Is not desired, to prohibit the 


carrying of all classes of freight, but 
-surely thero are many people who 
would not care to see the streets of

electricity 
or other motive power.

If It Is desired that 
the company 


shall have the right to carry what Is 
Tcnown as package 
freight 
which 


can be transported In a compartment 
of a passenger coach, the ordinance 
should so state.

In my opinion the company has the 
right to carry all kinds and classes 
of freight- 
In the same section of the propos- 


ed ordinance, the streets over which 
right is asked to 'build a road are enu 
merated. 
At the last session of the 


council, this section was amended by- 
adding at the end thereof a provision 
granting the right 
to use several 


other streets not named in the orig- 
inal proposed ordinance, and mater- 
ially changing the route of tho pro- 
posed road. 
This amendment was 


not published as was the original ap- 
plication, nor was any notice given 
to 
the Inhabitants 
of the city or 


Janesvllle In general 
that the pro-

The statutes provide, that no fran- 


chise shall bo granted until the ap- 
plication therefor

. stance of the privileges 
asked for 


shall be flled with the city clerk and 
published at the expense of tho ap- 
plicant for not less than two weeks 
previous to action on the application 
as about all the privileges that an 
Interurban road asks for It that of run- 
ning Its road through tho streets.

Ultimately, and within a lew 


years, says the OrnaJ a Bee, twenty- 
five more plants will ,be added to the 
system, giving the road a complete 
system of purifying plants at all of 
the points where the water Is not 
satisfactory for boiler use.. 


There are not over thirty-five wat- 


er^purifylng 
plants in the country 


and one-half of these are not for the 
use of railways. 
France. Germany 


and England have all taken up the 
worlcand practically all of the water 
used by locomotives In these coun- 
tries is purlfled. 


Life of Flues and Boilers 


In the eastern state, where water 


is uniformly purer than In the west, 
the flues in n boiler have tho life-of 
200.000 miles and a like 
distance 


with a little calking and tightening. 
Compared with 'the .Hue mileage west 
of the Mississippi this Is a compara- 
tively Ion? life, as the life of flues in 
the west does not average much over 
40.000 miles. 
This difference 
Is 


clue solely to the difference In the 
water. 
The life of the flues with 


pure water Is from four to ten times 
greater than those where the water 
contains 
mineral salts common to 


well water in the west.

The water used by the Union Paci- 


fic Is drawn 
almost entirely Jrom_ 


twells nnd contains n quantity of car-' 
bonates. and sulphates of lime, mag- 
nesium and iron, which all 
cause 


hard or soft scale, and are dangerous 
to the life of the boiler. There Is also 
a large quantity of alkali present, -ut 
this It is impossible to remove ex- 
cept by distilling, and the cost of dis- 
tillation Is too great for It to

practicable.

For years the presence of the de- 


leterious salts In the water used In" 
the hollers has caused the use 
or 


tons of boiler compounds, which were 
,-of little real benefit. 
The danger of 


foaming was Increased with their use 
of the boilers still scaled. 


Railroads everywhere have made .t 


a point to use city water) where it 
is obtained from streams and creeks 
or from lakes, as this M purer than 
well water. 
The Chicago & Alton 


railway, at a great expense, built n 
series of reservoirs which secured 
for its motive power surface water, 
but this contains a trace of organic 
matter that corrodes the boiler nnd 
Is a continued expense almost 
as 


great as that of operating purifying 
plants. 


The Northwestern is the only west- 


ern road that has yet taken steps 
In this matter and it has built 
a 
series of plants along its line 
be- 


tween Omnna and Chicago that 
Is 


practically complete.

results 


obtained are very satisfactory. 


All of the water purifying plants 


In this country depend upon the che- 
mical principles and differ only In 
their matter of operation. 
Carbon- 


ates of lime, magnesium and 
inv 


are commonly held In solution by 
water. 
Their presence In the water 


caused soft scale to form In the boil 
ers. 
Slaked lime will 
perclpltate 


them, as It will also perclpltate chlor- 
ide of 
magnesium, which corrodes 


the boiler tubes. 
Sulphates of lime 


and magnesium are also found 
In 


considerable quantities In well water 
and through them a hard scale Is 
perclpltated on the Bides and tubes 
of the holler. 
The sulphates can be 


•perclpltated out with soda ash. 


Cause of Peralpltate 


Both soda ash nnd slaked llmo are 


cheap commodities and the principal 
salts found In well 
water 
which 


cause corrosion and scaling are sep- 
arated from the water by their addl 
tlon. 
The addition of these chemi- 


cals causes a perclpltate and 
this 


must be removed from the water be- 
fore it Is Introduced in the holler, 
no It Is either necessary to either a! 
low the precipitate to settle or to re 
move It by filtration.

100,000 gallons dally and will serve 
the company for all time.

neer In the matter of water purifica- 
tion west of the Missouri.

roads are appreciating the situation 
and making extensive tests and a 
careful study of the subject.

certain that within a few years the

made will be followed by a majority
